The aiitlior made a detailed, state-wide si]rv(\v of blaekiii(^s 
in California throughout 1947-1951. During- this time he eol- 
leeted Himnliidae from nearly evei-y eonnty in the state. A 
new species is here described from pupae and from reared 
adult specimens collected from this survey.

Adult femalr.—Yroas dnrk l)rown with i)i-uinosity ; Miit(‘iiiiae brown; 
viewing- niesoscutuni anteriad from preseutellar area mesosentnm dark 
brown with pale golden hair; inesosentuin with three indistinct silvery 
lines in the form of one median line and two other lines on either sid«‘ 
of the median line; ]>lenra dark brown; wings with anterior veins dark 
})rown ; l)asal section of radius with macrotrichia above; radial sector 
forked terminall.v, figs. I, 2, stem vein dark pilose; halteres and stalk of 
halteres jmle; legs brown with golden yellow hairs; tarsal claws with 
l)asal tooth lai'ge, tooth over one-half length of tarsal claw, fig. 2., ab- 
domen brownisli black with slight vestiture of golden hairs, (fenitalia : 
(Jenital rod expanded into widely divergent arms; ajnc-al ])arts of arms 
developed into plates. 

Adult male.-. — Face and frons brownish-black; antennae brown; meso- 
sciitum dark bi-own to brownish black with golden jiilosity and with same 
mesonotal pattern noted in female; pleura dark brown to brownish 
black; wings with anterior veins dark brown; basal section of radius 
with macrotrichia above; radial sector forked terminally; stem vein dark 
pilose; halteres and stalk of halteres brown; coxae dark brown; legs 
brown with slight pilosity; tarsal claws bifid; abdomen brown to Vuown- 
ish-ldack. Genitalia: Dististyle shorter than basistyle; ai>ex of dististyle 
with two spines; basistyle longer than wide; adminiculum slightly longer 
than wide; basal j)rongs of adminiculum stroiigly chitinized. 

Pupa. — Cocoon of indefinite shaj»e ; res])iratory filaments six in num- 
ber, fig. 4, anterior jR‘iir of filaments fuse to a common liase with one 
})osterior pair; tergite four without series of small spines near its an- 
terior margin; sternite five with four si)ines ; tail hooks ])resent. 

T\j})c locatiiy. — Xear Sjtring Oardtm. Plumas County, Cali- 
fornia. The type specimen has been (le])osited in the (-ollec- 
tions of the V. S. National Museum.

Cnephia siewarti differs from Cnephia o.shorni (Stains and 
Knowlton), a elosely related speeies, in the adult stage in 
that, in the female of C. sfru'drii, the mesoseutum bears three 
silvery white lines and the basal tooth of the tarsal claw is 
over one-half the length of the tar.sal elaw itself, while, in the 
female of C. oshorni, no silver markings are present on the 
mesoseutum and the basal tooth of the tarsal elaw is less than 
one-half the length of the tarsal claw.
